Boehm obtained this in­ 
formation from Attorney General 
David Stahl and issued a state­ 
ment which said school boards 
are rn their “full rights'* in pur­ 
chasing educational material au­ 
thored by their employe*. 
“lf full disclosure of aa em­ 
ployes* authorship is made to 
the school board,” Dr. Boehm 
said, “that school board is with­ 
in it* full rights to adopt ma­ 
terials for use in the system, 
whether or not the employe re­ 
ceives his royalty.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) -Dem o­ 
cratic congressional leaders told 
President Kennedy today that dur­ 
ing trips home during the Easter 
period, they found overwhelming 
sentiment for the administration’s 
medical care program for the 
aced. 
The weekly breakfast meeting 
preceded a noon EDT conference 
between Kennedy and leaders of 
the American Medical Association 
(AMA*. The President and AMA 
heads 
approached 
each 
other 
somewhat gingerly in view of the 


medical group’s opposition to the 
administration proposal 
for fi­ 
nancing the health care program 
for the £^ed through Social Se­ 
curity. 
Speaker John W. McCormack 
said the Democratic legislative 
leaders told the President that 
‘'sentiment throughout the coun­ 
try is very strong, overwhelming­ 
ly so, for passage of this legis­ 
lation.” 
The speaker said he and other 
lawmakers also found strong sup- 
port among their constituents for 


the President’s intervention in the 
steel price controversy. 
Still In Committee 
Asked by newsmen how the public 
sentiment cm medical care would 
be reflected in Congress, McCor­ 
mack repeated previous state­ 
ments that every effort would be 
made to “get the bill out of com­ 
mittee.” Its fate in the House 
Ways and Means Committee has 
been doubtful although prospects 
of it reaching the floor were said 
to have improved recently. 
McCormack said that if the bill 


gets out of committee, it will be 
passed by the house. 
“I’m very optimistic that the 
committee will report out a bill,” 
McCormack added. 
Neither Kennedy nor the AMA 
seemed particularly anxious to 
meet. A spokesman for the Presi­ 
dent said the doctors asked to 
see Kennedy. Not so, said the 
AMA, the President asked to see 
the doctors. 
Salinger Comments 
“I don’t choose to get into an 
argument,” said Press Secretary 


Pierre Salinger. “All I can say 
is that they are seeing the Presi­ 
dent at their request. If they 
don’t want to see the President, 
they should notify the President 
and the conference will not go 
forward.”

Secretary Arthur J. Goldberg has 
predicted a long period of indus­ 
trial peace in the steel industry. 
The cabinet member told a 
printing industry dinner in New 
York City last night that the 
1962 contract settlement between 
the Steelworker’s Union and ma­ 
jor steel producers will take (Hi 
added importance in the nation’s 
economic life. 
Goldberg said the concept of a 
permanent, labor * management 
panel like the human relations 
committee in the steel industry 
has proved itself. 
“I believe that continuing rela­ 
tionship 
rather 
than 
periodic 
crisis will be the object of labor- 
management effort,” he said. 
The labor secretary said the 
steel settlement showed the in­ 
creasing agreement on . both sides 
of the bargaining table about the 
need for cooperation to achieve 
stable prices, higher productivity, 
greater ability to compete in 
world markets and a higher rate 
of economic growth. 
“Our aim must be to attan 
these objectives without sacrific­ 
ing the free operation of private 
bargaining,” he said. “The best 
possible safeguard for the preser­ 
vation of freedom in collective 
bargaining is the exercise of 
responsibility.” 
Goldberg reported that 1961 was 
the best year so fSr as industrial 
peace was concerned since the 
end of World War Ii.
